Germany can now send mail to 
them immediately after official 
information is received that they 
have been captured. Letters will 
be handled by the International 
Red Cross Committee in Geneva 
and forwarded as soon as perma- 
nent camp addresses are reported. 

Previously, relatives of prison- 
ers of war were required to wait, 
until they received the perma- 
nent camp address before sending 
mail. 

Under the new plan, arranged 
by the provost marshal general’s 
office,’ mail will reach prisoners 
two or three months earlier.

He said that Chinese in many 
sectors were resisting only on. a 
token basis; that goods were pass- 
ing, freely in many areas, from the 
Japanese to the Chinese, and vice- 
versa; that money and letters sould 
easily be sent into and out of Japa- 
nese-occupied centers such as 
Shanghai and Hongkong; that the 
money market seemed to be ma- 
neuvered for the benefit of those 
in power. 

STORY BOTTLED UP 


We correspondents knew all of 
these things. But we couldn’t write 
them then. 

When I first arrived in the China- 
Burma-India theater in 1942,.I 
heard whispers that many Chinese 
reports were not only slanted, but 
grossly exaggerated and some- 
times downright false. Later I dis- 
covered that fact for myself. 


Correspondents detested _ send- 
ing those reports—they did not if 
they could detect the falsehoods. 
But they sent those that seemed 
to have a semblance of the truth. 
After all, the reports were offi- 
cial. And Washington still was 
playing ball with Chungking. 


Correspondents rarely were per- 
mitted to go to the actual fight- 
ing fronts. Upon occasion, they 
were taken on escorted tours of 
“cold” battlefields. They would 
be shown stacks of Japanese guns, 
helmets and other equipment. 
There was a standing joke among 
American correspondents that the 
equipment had been transported 
from one battlefield to another 
for the benefit of newsmen. One 
correspondent claimed he had 
scratched his initials on one hel- 
met, and saw it again a few 
months later—on another “cold” 
battlefield. 

STILWELL ALERT 

The Chinese in Burma fought 
well principally because Stilwell] 
was constantly on the spot to see 
that they fought well. 

I spent five months in the 
northern Burma jungle with Un- 
cle Joe, walked with him approx- 
imately 150 miles and jeeped with 
him I don’t know how many 
more. Only infrequently—when 
he had to make an _ overnight 
flight to Chungking, for example 
—did he take his fingers from 
the pulse of that campaign. 

When a battalion, or even a 
company, was not carrying out or- 
ders promptly, Stilwell would 
walk or jeep to the battalion or 
company headquarters to see 
what was wrong. He stayed until 
the orders were carried out. 

It seemed significant then—and 
more so. now—that the offensive 
usually slowed or halted when 
Stilwell had to be away. 

MANY OBSTACLES 

However, Stilwell always con- 
tended that, properly trained, 
equipped and led, Chinese could 
fight as well as any in the world. 
Before starting the northern Bur- 
ma campaign in October, 1943, 
Stilwell set up a school in India

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Report From Our Friend, Brazil — 


Cmdr. Jesse Draper is back in Atlanta 
after two and a half years on duty down 
in the tip of Brazil. He reports, now that 
the war has progressed far enough for him 
to speak of well-known things, that had it 
not been for the really magnificent sup- 
port given us by Brazil we, the Allies, 
would not have won in Africa and would 
not now be winning in Italy.

Gov, Dewey 
said he knew nothing about the freight 
rate situation; that hc was wholly opposed 
to ahy congressional action to‘correct the 
discriminations against the south; that in- 
vestments had been made in the east un- 
der the supposition that these rates would 
remain permanent, and that ‘I insist that 
the rate structure should not be changed.’ ” 


“For narrow regionalism,” added Gov. 
Arnall, “for an arrogant statement that 
the southern and western states ought to 
remain colonies forever, for an open .ad- 
mission that he is a believer in the doc- 
trine of exploitation, and as an open dec- 
laration of war upon southern prosperity, 
it is unique in American politics.” 


No more damning indictment, at least 
insofar as the south and west are con- 
cerned, has been voiced against the Re- 
publican candidate. 


The nation’s long exploited provinces 
will have naught of a man who, without 
bothering to investigate the facts in the 
case, has already turned thumbs down on 
their bid for economic justice.

Mr. Dewey's Polished 
Farm Discussions 


Mr. Thomas E. Dewey at long last made his 
farm speech and I feel competent to discuss it 
because I don’t know too much about the sub- 


jeet either. 


I do know this much. The farmers of the nation are required 
to do more paper work than any other business group. They are, 
by tradition and custom, more opposed to paper work than any 
other group. Because farming is so diversified and because war 
controls had to be set up to take care of the whole economy, 
many farmers found themselves having to chase from this bureau 
to that one. It may have been possible to have set up one board 
to care for all the farmer’s needs of machinery and equipment and 
loans and so on, but there wasn’t time, or maybe it couldn’t be 
done. At any rate, it wasn’t done. The farmer, worried with lack 
of labor and rising costs of many of his products, found the paper 
work a gadfly on his neck which he couldn't brush away. 


His income went way up, but so did the cost of many things he 
had to buy. Not all he had to buy outdistanced what he got for 
selling, but his enemies and the enemies of the President were 
skillful and kept right before his face what discrepancies there 
were, with the result that the farmer feels even more imposed upon 
than he actually is. He thinks right now that if he could get rid 
of all controls it would be a great idea, forgetting that come a 
pinch in the future he will need them. Controls are fine when 
they help, but when they pinch a little bit they aren’t comfort- 
able. Nevertheless, it is important to remember what it was like, 
and what it would be like, without controls. 


All this is by way of introduction. What did the barefoot boy 
from Albany, N. Y., have to say of comfort to the farmer? — 


He spoke at the time usually given over to the 
F arm Hour Farm and Home Hour. How he got the radio to 
give him this ready-and-waiting farm audience, I don’t know. But 
I do know if Mr. Roosevelt had chosen to make a farm speech at 
that hour the howl which would have gone up about “trickery” 
and “dictator” would have rattled up to the heavens and resounded 
back to plain and dell. 
His syllables were very polished. He came out strongly for “a 
productive and progressive agriculture.” (But he didn’t say how.) 
He came out strongly, urging the farmer to object to “controls” 
and to regulation. (But he didn’t say what he would substitute.) 
In the measured tones taught him by Mr. Lowell Thomas he 


- said, “We can have fully employed agriculture with fair prices 


and a fair market if we have three square meals a day for all our 
people.” (But he didn’t say how he would provide jobs for the 
people to earn the money to buy. three square meals a day from the 
farmers.) 

Mr. Dewey’s farm program includéd “conservation,” “increased 
attractiveness and security of the family-type farm,” and “sound 
extension of rural electrification, and elimination of the basic evils 
of tenancy.” 


Now, I ask any fair-minded farmer or city dweller if those very 


same principles have not long been in existence and if they have 
not been going forward year by year—more REA lines, more at- 
tractive features for farm security, more and more small farmers 
escaping from tenancy into ownership of land? Mr. Dewey's words 
were very polished but he said nothing new and every single item 


he mentioned has been in force for ten years. 

Absent? Mr. Dewey proposed that “the country go forward 
*" and develop the great American market for our farm 

products through improved diet for our American people.” I assume 

he meant the hungry ones he mentioned earlier whom he wants 

to have three square meals a day. 

Has he not heard of the food stamp plan, the school lunch plan, 
both long in existence; the ten-year-old program of teaching and 
demonstrating better diets through the Agricultural Department 
agencies, and the international food conference, designed to allow 
the farmer to sell more food? ' 

And what was he doing saying: that “the administration still 
supports a doctrine of scarcity?” It is interesting, in that con- 
nection, to note that agricultural production for sale or use by farm 
families, a production worked out under administration direction, 
was 25 per cent greater in 1943 and more than 30 per cent greater 
this year than the average for 1935-1939, and has been progressively 
greater every year since 1939 until it has now reached the highest 
productive level in the history of our nation. It has been all aiong 
a program for organization of farm production so as to produce the 
greatest benefits for the greatest number of persons and it has 
never been a. plan for restriction. It permits expansion when the 
need is there and it permits the quota system when surpluses 
threaten disaster. It worked when the war came, as it worked 


to save the farmers in 1934 when there were unmanagable sur- 


pluses and unmarketable gluts. 
As I said; I was waiting for that farm speech and it was about 
what I expected—a lot of polished words.

periodic ‘relaxations he used to find so invigorating. 

It was ’way back around 1934 or ’35. I forget exactly the year. 

It was early in the afternoon. Quiet. You got the impression 
a lot of folks were enjoying an after-luncheon nap. ‘ 

_I was talking to the late Marvin McIntyre, secretary to FDR. We 
were sitting in the little office at the end of a corridor, assigned 
to McIntyre. Feet up on the desk, glasses of something cool handy, 
smoking and gabbing. Suddenly one of the boys ran down the 
passage. He whispered something to McIntyre. He turned to me, 
apologetically. 

“Mister Big is coming. Get out of sight but stick around. If 
I get a chance I'll introduce you.” 

So, by a rear exit, I left the building and very casually walked 
to the front and stood in the shade of a pillar, waiting fer “Mister 
Big” to finish his inspection of a new wing, added to the building 
since his last prgvious visit. 

In a little while the President and McIntyre came out of the 
building. There was the President’s open touring car, with his 
two women secretaries waiting in the rear seat. 

Then McIntyre beckoned to me. I was introduced, beside the 
car there. McIntyre said something: about work and left us. The 
President talked, laughing, while I stood beside the car, occasiona!ly 
saying a word or two. 

I remember quite well what he said. It was quite funny. But 
it was about a well-known man, now dead, and perhaps it would 
be better not to repeat it here. Nothing unkind, you understand, 
just funny. | 

We talked for about 15 minutes. 
hand, the President drove away. 

Aside from the one guard on the. porch, the only other living 
creatures I saw during the whole time were an exceedingly old 
Negro man and an equally old Negro woman who slowly walked 
along the pathway perhaps a hundred feet away. 


: The next time I talked with the President 
Another Meeting was in 1938. It was after a regular press 
conference at the White House. Steve Early had suggested I wait, 
when the crowd of newspapermen left. He introduced me to the 
President again. 

At that time the dark clouds of war were hanging ominously 
over Europe. During the conversation, I asked if he thought war 
was inevitable. He said he wouldn’t say that but he did fear 
it was coming. 

“Will it affect us, seriously?” I asked. 

“Certainly,” he said. “That is unavoidable. It will affect every 
cotton farmer—and every newspaper editor—in Georgia and, shall 
we say, every “unnamed President.” The last phrase was being 
used facetiously at ‘the time, instead of direct quotes,

al ye : During that Washington conversation, 
Politician Memories Mr. Roosevelt said, “I remember talk- 
ing with you, several years ago, in front of the administration build- 
ing at Warm. Springs.” 

. I do not flatter myself there was anything about me to make 
such memory important. But an excellent memory is a great asset 
for a politician, great or small. I remember it used to be said of 
the late Sen. W. T. Harris, of Georgia, that his repeated re-election 
was chiefly due to the fact he could call by name, correctly, every 
man, woman, child and dog in Georgia. 

One of my earliest interviews as an- Atlanta reporter, soon 
after I came here in 1912, was with the late Sen. J. Ham Lewis, 
of,the famous pink whiskers. More than a dozen years later, Sen. 
Lewis again passed through the city and, again, I went to his hotel 
room to interview him. 

The moment I walked through the door he called me by name, 
recalled what we had talked of at the earlier meeting, and revealed 


a perfect memory for a lot of little and, to be accurate, incon- 


sequential things. 

I have always thought: Sen. Lewis must have kept an excellent 
notebook record. Otherwise, how could he remember such things 
about me? 

However it is done, such feats of memory are always aston- 
ishing to one who sometimes finds it difficult to recall the names 
of people he proudly numbers among his best friends. 

It is, anyway, good politics. It is flattering to any of us to be 
remembered by any man in important office or prominent in the 


public eye.

Tempted To Predict 
Roosevelt Landslide 


W ASHINGTON.—With the election now. less 
than-a week off, so many signs of a Roosevelt 
fourth-term victory are in the air that it is a 


great temptation not to predict a Democratic landslide in the ballot- 


ing of November 7, both as regards the electoral college and the 
popular vote. 

Aside frém the various public sentiment polls, the best evidence 
that the President is a heavy favorite to win is found in the current 
betting odds. These odds have taken a substantial upturn in the 
President’s favor within the past week. : 

New York, for example, which started out as a closely con- 
tested battleground at the beginning of the campaign, is now rated 
as fairly certain to go Democratic. The latest odds posted make 
the state a two-to-one favorite to go for Roosevelt. 

Dewey, most everyone agrees, has not a ghost of a chance to win 
without the 47 electoral votes of New York state. | 

Likewise, the odds on the country as a whole going Democratic 
have also lengthened. .As listed by a well-known St. Louis betting 
mare they are now 17 to 5 that Roosevelt wins, or more 

an 3 to l. 

All of this upsurge in the betting odds has come within the 
ast two weeks. Two factors are responsible for it. One was the 
atest Fortune magazine poll, which showed President Roosevelt 
getting 53.5 per, cent of the vote to be cast next week, exclusive of 
the war ballots. 

Fortune is well respected by the smart money and the politicians 
for the very good reason that the magazine has never been more 
than 1 per cent off in forecasting an election. 

The second factor is the last-minute campaign drive of the 
President. He has put a zest into the effort of his followers that 
heretofore has been lacking. 

The effect of Mr. Roosevelt's appearance in such key states as 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Indiana and Illinois has 
been to give a shot in the arm to his supporters and the whole Demo- 
cratic organization, It is too late for Gov. Dewey to offset any 
advantage the President may have gained from these political 
journeyings. 

What Democratic leaders see as a possible result of these last- 
minute developments is a definite turn in the tide in the Presi- 
dent’s favor—one that may be capable of shoving him over his mark 
of 1940, when he carried 38 of the 48 states, gathered in 449 elec- 
toral votes, and had a popular majority of alm 5,000,000. 

It could easily be this way, though most obseftvers are inclined 
to feel that the President’s popular majority will fall short of his 
1940 figure. 

On the basis of the Fortune poll, a majority of some 3,500,000 
is seen for the Roosevelt-Truman ticket, exclusive of the soldier 
vote, if the country casts as many as 50,000,000 ballots, or ap xi- 
mately the same as that four years ago. The servicemen styote 
might add another million to his majority. 

And if there is any final trend toward the Democratic ticket, 
as the magazine poll indicates now is in progress, the Roosevelt 
total might well exceed the 1940 figures. 

One thing now seems certain. The 1944 vote will show no 
marked depreciation from the total of four years ago. Dr. Gallup, 
the well-known poll-taker, who started out by suggesting that the 
vote of this year might not go beyond. 37,000,000, has had to revise 
his figures several times. Two weeks ago he had it up to 39,500,000, 
exclusive of the soldiers, then he raised it to 45,000,000, and now 
he admits that the outlook is for a record vote. The registration 
figures point to this conclusion. ) 

All of this adds up to just one thing: a Roosevelt victory at the 
polls. It still could be a close election, as much of the evidence 
points to, But most of the signs are in the other direction—a Roose- 
velt landslide, at least in the electoral college. The smart money, 
which is seldom wrong, is betting that way.

To the west of here, in the farm 
states of Iowa, Nebraska and Kan- 
sas, there is no question.

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GALLUP POLL 


Five States To Determine Election Results 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American institute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—When next 
Tuesday night rolls around and 
millions of Americans await first 
word as to the outcome, the most 
reliable early indications will 
come from five states along the 
eastern seaboard. 

These states are Pennsylvania,' 
New Jersey, New York, Connec- 
ticut, and Massachusetts, all of 
which went to Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1936 and 1940 by margins 
within a few percentage points of 
one another. 

If in the coming elections these 
same five states move as a bloc 
to either candidate, then that can- 
didate is almost certain to win. 

Right now, indications from in- 
tensive sampling surveys are that 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey has a 
slim advantage among civilian 
voters in two of these states— 
New York with its 47 electoral 
votes, and new Jersey with its 16. 
As the table below shows, these 
states were carried by Roosevelt 
in 1940 by only 52 per cent, less 
than the majorities which he 
gathered in the other three states. 

Figures from polls in the other 
three states show Massachusetts 
with 16 electoral votes and Penn- 
sylvania with 35, evenly divided 
in civilian voter support of the 
two candidates. 

In Connecticut, which has eight 
electoral votes, the President leads 
by 52 per cent among civilian 
voters. 

A shift of only four percentage 
points would have moved all of 
these states into the Republican 
column in the 1940 elections. This 
is shown in the following table 
comparing the civilian support of 
the two candidates in the five 
states today with the 1940 elec- 
tion figures:

We tend to think of labor and 
Management in exaggerated car- 
toon symbols. Labor is a tough, 
lean fellow in overalls and squared 
paper hat. Management is a pot- 
bellied fellow with a big cigar and 
a silk hat. We had better expunge 
these false cliches from our minds, 
because both fellows are Ameri- 
cans of roughly the same mental 
and psychological makeup. There 
are real management-labor prob- 
lems to be solved. Why prejudice 
the job in advance by assuming 
that two different species of hu- 
man beings are involved? . 


One is in work clothes, the other 
in office clothes. But in nine cases 
out of ten the businessman has 
done an apprenticeship in overalls 
or their equivalent. In the tenth 
case his father—or his grandfather 
at the outside—was a working 
man, 

The two parties to the bargain- 
ing process are fundamentally 
Americans- of the same human 
fiber. They share the same phi- 
losophy; their aims and ambitions 
are peculiarly American, even 
where the scale is different. In 
human terms they meet as equals. 
Upon their relationship there is 
no shadow of the feudal memories 
of master and serf which still 
darken management-labor dealings 
in some other parts of the world. 
There is no call for humility on 
one side, or for delusions of su- 
perierity on the other. 


Trade unions—not only their of- 
ficials but their rank and file— 
must grasp the fact that monopoly 
in labor is as repugnant to the 
American cpirit as monopoly in 
business, Oligarchy and minority 
dictation are hateful to Americans 
whether exercised by labor groups 
or farm groups or _ corporate 
groups. A union member denied 
a genuine voice in the conduct of 
his union’s affairs has lost a por- 
tion of his American democracy 
just as truly as a stockholder pre- 
vented from knowing and influ- 
encing the conduct of hic com- 


pany. 
Union rules that tend to exclude 


American workmen from jobs of 
their own preference, that prevent 
small business from making a go 
of it, that stymie technological 
progress and penalize the con- 
sumer, must in the end react 
oman the whole Tabor move- 
ment. 


The faults of organized labor in 
America in the main run parallel 
to the faults of business. e ten- 
dency to reach out for power, to 
take all that the traffic will bear 
in a given situation, to forget pub- 
lic interest, to overlook the long 
view in favor of immediate prof- 
it—which of these has not n 
charged against labor and capital 
— and with about equal jus- 

ce? 


1. Arbitrary refusals to accept 
workers into membership. When 
a union has a closed-shop contract, 
and when, therefore, no worker 
can work unless he is already a 
union member, exclusion from 
membership deprives the vi-tim of 
his livelihood. + 

2, Arbitrary crushing fines im- 
posed upon member; arbitrary 
suspensions; arbitrary expulsions. 
When the union has a closed-shop 
arrangement or dominates an in- 
dustry, to expel or suspend a 
worker is often to condemn him 
and his family to starvation. 


3. Undemocratic procedures in 
the internal management of labor 
unions. There are unions that do 
not hold regular conventions, or 
truly free and fair elections; oth- 
ers that go through the forms of 
democracy but are without a trace 
of its spirit. 


4. Failure to render proper fi- 
nancial accounts. Some unions 
have understood the need for fi- 
nancial accountability. Others pro- 
test that they dare not reveal their 
financial status to the employers. 
It is an argument that soon 
go down the drain. ’ 

5. Too many strikes. I believe 
that a large proportion of strikes 
are avoidable. : 

6. Violence on the picket line. 
This sh is clearly on public view 


Labor, Management Must Work Together 


and makes a host of enemies for 
unionism. 

7. Restraints on production. 
Though it is last in the list, it is 
perhaps first in importance. Waste 
of human effort, under any ex-. 
cuse, is a grievous wrong to the 
whole American economy and one 
that in the long run boomerangs 
against its instigators. 

Management, at its end, obvious- 
ly must revise its traditional atti- 
tude toward unionism, where 
these have lingered on. It can no 
longer blink the fact that labor 
will get a large voice in our 

le’s capitalism. Neither its feel- 
ngs nor its interests can be treat- 
ed lightly. The workers will in- 
creasingly be told more about the 
problem of the business in which 
they are engaged, in order That 
they may comprehend the larger 
pattern and their place in it. Con- 
fidence, hereafter, will have to be 
based on knowledge, not on clever 
slogans. 

I am not in favor .of, govern- 
ment in business, and regard 
labor as an intrinsic part of busi- 
ness. But rightly or wrongly, gov- 
ernment will inject itself into busi- 
ness, and into the affairs of labor, 
if there is not self-regulation in 
labor-management relations. 

As .a specific example, why 
should government be a party to 
an election to determine for labor 
its bargaining agency in any plant, 
large or small, anywhere in the 
land? It seems to me altogether 
reasonable and feasible for labor 
and management to conduct their 
own affairs on the basis of mu- 
tual respect without official inter- 
vention. Precisely because the 
period ahead of us is a critical 
one, with difficult problems to be 
solved, both management and la- 
bor must take advanced positions 
on the solutions of their own prob- - 
lems without government intru- 
sion. Independence sacrificed in 
a moment of crisis is not easily 
regained when the crisis is ended. 
It is simpler to lose freedom than 
to reconquer it.

Try Making Own 
CandiedFruitPeel 


By SALLY SAVER. 


Because candied fruit peels are 
hard to find in many neighbor- 
hoods you may wish to make your 
own, Candied peel isn’t at all dif- 
ficult and making it at home may 
save time and patience. Canned 
or fresh, stewed fruits may easily 
be candied at home, too. 
CANDIED FRUIT PEEL 


Peel from 5 oranges, 6 lemons 
or 2 grapefruit 


2 cups sugar 
1 cup water 
2 tablespoons light corn syrup 


Rémove peel from fruit in 
lengthwise sections. Cover with 
cold water and bring to a boil. If 
using grapefruit peel, drain, cover 
with hot water and bring again to 
boil. Change water three times, 
then boil peel until tender, but not 
soft. Orange and lemon peel need 
not have changes of water; simply 
boil in first water until tender, 
but not soft. 

Make a syrup of the 2 cups 
sugar, 1 cup cold water and 2 
tablespoons corn syrup. Boil syrup 
until it spins a.thread, then add 
drained peel to the syrup and cook 
about 20 minutes, until most of the 
syrup is absorbed by the peel. 
Pour out on platter and as peel 
cools and dries roll. it in fine gran- 
ulated sugar. Do not roll peel in 
sugar if it is to be used in fruit- 
cakes. .

Menus 


If You're on Reducer’s Diet 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


Nobody likes to be fat and every- 
body would like to find some way 
out of the situation, except diet- 
ing. And there is a way. It’s to 
steer clear of all faddy menus and 
get_on to the trick of eating to 
slim down. 

I’m convinced it’s those crazy 
Hollywood 18-day diets, the 9-day 
wonder diets and all the other lop- 
sided affairs that keep overweights 
from reducing in the first-place. 
And no wonder . . . those faddy 
menus bear out the contention that 
a diet is limited to a small list of 
foods a person particularly dis- 
likes! 

We'll assume that grapefruit 
without sugar pufs your teeth on 
edge, that coffee without créam 
ruins the day, and that you would 
rather go without lunch than have 
spinach with a poached egg. All 
right, have sugar and cream and 
order a decent lunch, and get slim 
on good food. 

You will not feel hungry on low 
caloric menus consisting of some 
foods which give a comforting 
sense of fullness in combination 
with other foods which digest 
slowly and thereby stay by. you, 
plus bulky foods that require. con- 
siderable chewing. It’s a good 
plan to start the meal with a hot 
soup or broth, or end it with a hot 
beverage. And it’s excellent stra- 


tegy, as well as good nutrition, to 
include a protein food in every 
low calorie meal. Meat, fish, eggs 
and cheese head the list of foods 
which “stick to the ribs.” But the 
meat must be lean and none of 
the protein dishes should be 
served fried. Frying adds fat cal- 
ories. 

Hard-boiled eggs and soft-boiled 
eggs have the same caforie value, 
but since the hard-cooked egg is 
more slowly digested, it has a 
higher satiety value .. . satiety 
means it holds over.

Otto, who is referred to by his 
followers as “hereditary emperor 
of Austria and King of Hungary,” 
will set up temporary headquar- 
ters in Portugal where he expects 
to make contact with represent- 
atives of Monarchist groups in 
both Danubian countries that were 
formerly ruled by his father, the 
late Emperor Charles. 

As disclosed recently by Inter- 
national News Service, he obtain- 
ed permission from the State De- 
partment in Washington to leave 
the country, although the United 
States government is understood 
to be maintaining a “hands off” 
policy regarding his restoration 
ambitions. 

Of the two countries formerly 
ruled by his father, Hungary is 
regarded by Otto’s followers as 
more likely than Austria to be 
receptive to the idea of a royal 
restoration. As a matter of fact, 
Hungary technically never has 
ceased to be a kingdom—even 
under Nazi domination. 

Hungary has long been known 
as the “kingdom without a king.” 
Legally it is still a royal realm, 
but it has been ruled by a dic- 
tator whose official title is that 


\of “regent”’—Adm. Horthy, who, 


to add to Hungary’s mystic po- 
litical medley, is an admiral with- 
out a navy. 

Nevertheless, there is supposed 
to be some strong Monarchist 
sentiment among the officers of 
the Hungarian Army as well as 
among the large landholding aris- 
tocracy. 

However, at present, Hungary is 
torn between two ‘arch-enemies. of 
the house of Hapsburg—the Nazis 
and the Red Army. Also, Hun- 
gary’s Balkan neighbors are ve- 
hemently opposed to any return 
of the Hapsburgs to power. 

Despite what most political. ob- 
servers consider a_ hopeless 
“cause,” Otto after consultation 
with his advisers and his very am- 
bitious mother, former Empress 
Zita, decided to make the trip to 
Europe and see for himself what 
the prospects are.

James A. Farley, still one of 
America’s best known and best 
liked political figures even though 
he is now just a businessman, is 
in Atlanta for a meeting of the 
board of the Coca-Cola Export 
Company, of which he is chairman.

After the Chicago 
convention, in which he participat- 
ed as a delegate from New York 
state, he said: 

“After having attended the con- 
vention as a delegate and having 
participated in its deliberations 
and expressed myself therein, I 
consider myself bound by its ac- 
tion and will support the Demo- 
cratic ticket.” 

This means, of course, that he 
will cast his vote for Franklin D.

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Tax Changes 
To Be Studied,

Proposed reduction of city wa- 
ter rates, substantial increases in 
business licenses for several classi- 
fications, and installation of park- 


ing meters and off-street parking 
garages will be studied by spe 
cial committees named by the 
Association of Administrative De- 
partment Heads of the City of 
Atlanta. 

Based on a recent proposal by 
City Attorney Jack C. Savage that 
the tax base be broadened to pro- 
cure more municipal revenues 
and allow a reduction in ad val- 
orem taxes, the new proposals 
were offered by Savage at a meet- 
ing of the organization, composed 
of the 32 city department heads 
and referred to a committee for 
consideration. oi 

Included in the list of Savage 
proposals sent to committee are: 

1. Revision downward of city 
charges for water services so that 
users living outside the city shall 
pay only 1 1-2 times the rate 
charged city users instead of the 
present double charge. It also 
provides a “promotional rate” for 
users, charging the excess over a 
12 months’ average at the “low- 
est rate” charged at present to in- 
dustrial users. L. L. Gellerstedt, 
Ralph McGill and W. Zode Smith, 
were designated as a committee to 
consider these proposals. 

2. Raise in the city business li- 
censes for salary buyers from the 
present $300 annual charge to 
$1,000; the present $500 charge 
for liquor stores to $2,500; the 
present $50 for wine shops to $1,- 
500; money lenders from $250 to 
$1,000; brokerage firms from $300 
to $500 a year for each classifica- 
tion and commodity; and limita- 
tion of business licenses to $1,000 
if a merchant pays $1,000 in ad 
valorem taxes. These proposals 
went to a committee compo of 
Oby T. Brewer, Joe L. Richardson 
and Dr. pert H. Fike.

Churchill Sees Nazis 
Lasting Until Easter 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—(4)—Prime Minister Winston Churchill, seek- 
ing to prolong the tenure of the present parliament and his coalition 
government, told the house of commons today “it seems difficult 
to believe” the war against Germany “can be ended before Christ- 
mas or even Easter,” and that he could not predict the end before 


early summer, 

“Tt would not be prudent” to as- 
sume that it will take less than 18 
months after Hitler's downfall to 
defeat Japan, he warned, but con- 
ceded that an election must be held 
after Germany is disposed of, with- 


out waiting for Japan’s downfall. 

There was no reference in 
Churchill’s address to the presi- 
dential election campaign now ap- 
proaching a climax in the United 
States. 

Churchill frankly admitted that 
“many high military authorities 
with every means to judge “were 
more hopeful than he on the ‘end 
of the war with Germany; as for 
Japan, he said his “forecast must 
be revised every few months by 
the combined chiefs of staffs.” 

His picture—in contrast with his 
declaration only four days ago that 
“we are in the last lap’’—came as 
background for his demand for an 
other 12 months reprieve for par- 
liament, already nine years old, 
and retention of the coalition cabi- 
net until after Germariy’s defeat. 


The house of commons gave 
their leader amid cheers every in- 
dication that his wish would be 
granted, moving without dissent 
his bill to prolong parliament one 
step. nearer passage. Leaders of 
opposition groups chimed agree- 


ment that the time for a general 
election had not arrived, 
Churchill conceded that “politi- 
cal convulsion in Germany. may 
bring it (the war) to a speedy end 
at any time,” but added that 
“against that must be set the iron 
control of German life in all its
